The group containing Azaleas and Rhododendrons are easy to handle if planted 
in part shade, provided either by a building ora lath Screen; this should be elevated 
4' to 5' on stakes to provide free circulation of air underneath. Plant in a soil mix- 
ture containing 50% good light garden loam and 50% granulated peat moss or oak leaf mould. 
Water well after planting and mulch with leaf mould or peat moss. Do not cultivate but 
pick weeds out by pulling. Do not allow ground to get dry, but do not water too much 
or too often, there is a happy medium. These plants will all do well in part shade and 
also in sune Cut off 75% of light for first 6 weeks and then 50%.
